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‘Thank you for saving 
our baby Emily’s life’ 


PROUD parents are looking for¬ 
ward to their baby daughter’s 
first Christmas - thanks to a 
local paramedic whose quick¬ 
thinking saved her life. 

Looking at eight-month-old 
Emily Elliott now, you wouldn’t 
believe that less than two months 
ago she was seriously ill in hospi¬ 
tal with potentially-fatal menin¬ 
gitis. 

Eler parents Stuart, 31, and 
Karen, 35, feared the worst in 
October when the little girl was 
rushed to Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
with a very high temperature and 
an angry rash. 

But thanks to the work of para¬ 
medic Glen Branch, who is based 
at Haverhill Ambulance Station, 
and hospital staff, Emily made a 
full recovery. 

Stuart and Karen were deter¬ 
mined to thank the quick-think¬ 
ing paramedic for what he did for 
the family. 

Stuart, of Vange Place, Haverhill 
said: “She’s back to her normal 
self, and even better than she was 
before. 

“We realised afterwards that 
she had obviously been suffering 
for a few weeks, because when 
she started her medication it 
made her 100 per cent better.” 

On October 27, Emily, then just 
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six months old, had a slight tem¬ 
perature at bed-time. Hours later, 
she was “radiating heat”. 

Within one minute, the baby 
had broken out in spots all over 
her body. 

When Glen arrived on the scene 
he examined her and made the 
quick decision to send her straight 
to hospital, recognising that 
Emily was seriously ill. 

Stuart said: “He said we had to 
get her straight to hospital. 
Another paramedic might have 
waited to see how she was in the 
morning.” 

The couple say it was his quick¬ 
thinking that saved Emily’s life. 

The family met up with Glen on 
Monday to say thank you, includ¬ 
ing Emily’s big brother Marcus, 5, 
who said: “I wanted to meet Glen 
to say thank you to him for help¬ 
ing my little sister when she was 
ill.” 

Stuart and Karen are hosting 
Christmas at their home this 
year, and are looking forward 
having a full house for the festive 
season. 

Stuart added: “We’re looking 
forward to spending it all togeth¬ 
er, knowing now that everything’s 
going to be fine.”

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THE heartbroken families 
and friends of two men killed 
in separate crashes on the 
county’s roads have paid 
tribute to their loved ones. 

Peter James, 26, died when 
his Renault Clio hit a tree in 
Homefield Road, Haverhill, 
on Sunday. The crash hap¬ 
pened at around 11.45am and 
Mr James was pronounced 
dead at the scene at 12.20pm, 
despite efforts to resuscitate 
him. 

Chris Waters, also 26, was 
killed in a single vehicle colli¬ 
sion on the A134 at Assington 
on Sunday. It is thought that 
he was hit when he was walk¬ 
ing home from an evening out 
with friends. His body was 
found at 7.30pm by officers. 

Mr James, of Haverhill, was 
married in July. Writing on 
Facebook, his wife Lucy said: 
“I would just like to thank 
everyone for their kind words 
and pictures. 

“He means the world to me

and loved every single one of 
you. I can’t believe you’re 
gone but I will love you forev¬ 
er my gorgeous boy Peter 
James.” 

Colleagues at Marchant 
Manufacturing said Mr 


James, a newly qualified engi¬ 
neer, would be “sorely 
missed”. 

Mr Waters, of Roman Way, 
leaves behind his 2-year-old 
son Oscar, parents Michael 
and Sharon and sisters Kate 
and Clare. 

His family said: “In just 26 
years, Chris gave and received 
more love than many will do 
in a lifetime. 

“We were proud to call him 
our son, our brother, our 
friend. 

“He will leave a huge void in 
our lives, but our only com¬ 
fort is that he knew how much 
we loved him, and how proud 
we were of him, because we 
told him every day.” 

Officers are appealing for 
witnesses who saw Mr James’ 
car before the accident, or 
saw Mr Waters walking along 
the road.

Cottages sell 
at auction 


for £51,000 


AFTER months of doubt, 
two historic cottages on 
Haverhill High Street have 
been saved from demoli¬ 
tion. 

The houses, which date 
back to the 1820s, were sold 
at auction on Tuesday for 
£51,000. 

Their sale means that orig¬ 
inal plans to demolish the 
cottages and build six flats 
on the site will be scrapped. 

Instead, applicants 
Havebury Housing will 
reportedly build four flats to 
the rear of the cottages, as 
well as creating a shared 
courtyard for all of the 
properties. 

County councillor Tony 
Brown, for Haverhill East 
and Kedington, has been 
campaigning to keep the 
cottages. 

He said: “It’s marvellous 
news - it will be really inter¬ 
esting to find out who has 
bought them, and what 
their plans are. Havebury 
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has put in a lot of work into 
making this happen - they 
are showing themselves to 
be a considerate developer.” 

After the original applica¬ 
tion for demolition of the 
cottages was refused by the 
borough council in 
November, Havebury began 
consulting with residents 
on options to save the cot¬ 
tages. 

Will Austin, town clerk, 
said: “The town council 
welcomes the sale of the 
cottages and is looking for¬ 
ward to understanding the 
new owner’s plans to restore 
them to their former glory.” 

Havebury has set out con¬ 
ditions for the new owner, 
some of which include 
deadlines for work to be 
complete. 

But the buyer will not offi¬ 
cially become the owner 
until Havebury’s plans for 
the remainder of the cottage 


site are approved by the bor¬ 
ough council. 

Mark Willett, regional 
manager for Suffolk and 
West Essex at Auction House 
East Anglia, confirmed the 
buyer is local. 

He said: “The buyer’s 
intention is that they will 
come back onto the housing 
market as rental properties, 
or they will sell them off.” 

Mr Willett also praised 
Havebury for their efforts to 
involve the community in 
the decision. 

Paul Edwards, Director of 
Resources at Havebury 
Housing Partnership, said: 
“Following the auction, we 
look forward to receiving 
planning permission so that 
we can deliver affordable 
homes on the remainder of 
the site and the sale of the 
cottages can proceed.” 

The application was due to 
appear before committee 
today, but has been post¬ 
poned to a later date.

Response team put to the test 


AN EMERGENCY team was 
put to the test when a boiler 
explosion took place - but it 
was only a drill.

Dates for Vision 
2031 inquiry 


AN INDEPENDENT inspec¬ 
tor has been appointed to 
examine Vision 2031 docu¬ 
ments. 

The plans, which have been 
compiled through three years 
of public consultation, sets 
out the future of Haverhill, St 
Edmundsbury and the sur¬ 
rounding rural areas for the 
next two decades. 

Roger Clews, the inspector 
chosen by the Secretary of 
State, will take a formal 
examination on the plans to 
decide whether the docu¬ 
ment “is legally compliant 
and sound (fit for purpose)” 

He will also address all 
observations made by mem¬ 
bers of the public during June 
and August of this year - the 
final consultation period. 

Cllr Terry Clements, St 
Edmundsbury Portfolio hold¬ 
er for planning, said: “Once 
adopted, Vision 2031 will pro¬ 
vide the structure for sustain¬ 
able, acceptable growth in 
the borough and protect it 
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from undesirable growth that 
we would otherwise not have 
grounds to refuse. 

“The public consultation 
has revealed the deep alle¬ 
giance of our residents to all 
that is good in the borough. 
This plan seeks to protect 
that by ensuring that inevita¬ 
ble future growth is desirable 
and appropriate.” 

Residents and local council¬ 
lors have previously 
expressed their anger that the 
document was passed 
through by the borough 
council without any objec¬ 
tions being taken into 
account. 

Haverhill Town Council 
raised their own problems 
with Vision 2031, saying that 
the plans needed to recognise 
“the town’s current inability 
to provide fully for its popula¬ 
tion”. 

Haverhill’s population is at 
around 25,000 to 27,000 and is 


set to rise by another 10,000. 

County councillor Tony 
Brown, for Haverhill East and 
Kedington, branded the plans 
“a big dose of housing and 
nothing more”. 

Mr Clews will take forward 
any of the observations he 
feels relevant to informal 
hearing sessions, to be held in 
public. 

Residents will not be able to 
take an active part in a hear¬ 
ing, unless they have been 
invited to do so. 

The public inquiry will take 
place between January 28 
and February 12 in Haverhill 
and Bury St Edmunds. 

The planning inspector 
must report his findings back 
to the borough councils, and 
any modifications he sug¬ 
gests will be consulted on. 

The final stage before the 
plans go ahead is a meeting of 
full council, to adopt Vision 
2031 as council policy.

IT IS with much dismay that I 
continue to read more articles in 
the Weekly News regarding 
inconsiderate parking outside 
schools. 

The lines and restrictions cost a 
small fortune to paint and are 
simply there to allow pedestrians 
to cross safely; bearing in mind 
that not all school sites have 
access to a pedestrian crossing or 
school crossing patrols.

Some schools even resort to 
addressing the issue in their local 
parents’ newsletters. 

It is obvious to the rest of us that a 
minority of drivers’ behaviour 
and attitude is still that they are 
too busy or disinterested in the 
safety of others, seemingly 
flaunting the Highway Code for 
their own set of rules the ‘My-Way 
Code’.

A HAVERHILL academy has been 
hailed as an outstanding example of 
what schools in the East of England 
should be aiming for. 

Education in the region has come 
under scrutiny following a critical 
report from the education watchdog. 

In its annual report for 2012/13, 
Ofsted found only 66 per cent of 
pupils in Suffolk primary schools 
attend good or outstanding schools - 
which places the county 139th out of 
150 local authorities in England. 

At secondary level 73 per cent of 
pupils attend good or outstanding 
schools, leaving the county in 84th 
place nationally. 

But Samuel Ward Academy, on 
Chalkstone Way, Haverhill, has been 
flagged up as a case study breaking 
the trend countywide. 

Howard Lay, executive principle, 
said: “I think we are doing well 
because we are an academy so we can 
set our own ethos and culture.” 

Samuel Ward has partnered up with 
a number of schools in the local area 
in a bid to improve educational 
standards for young people. 

The academy will officially sponsor 
Newmarket College next year, but 
work has already started to trans¬ 
form the struggling school. 

Mr Lay said: “Most people are real¬ 
istic about the time it takes to change 


a school. We will put the school on an 
upward stretch, so it will continue 
improving. 

“We want to sustain improvement 
and not just go in with a quick fix so it 
can continue to change.” 

Churchill School and Westfield 
Primary School are also under the 
same trust as Samuel Ward. 

Mr Lay added: “We are committed 
as a trust, not just to Samuel Ward, to 
use the experience we have got to 
help other schools. Education is 
about helping, and not just focusing 
on your own school.” 

Too many schools have been rated 
as less than good in Suffolk following 
inspections in September - a situa¬ 
tion which Sean Harford, Ofsted’s 
regional director for the East, said 
gives “a grave cause for concern”. 


However education chiefs insisted 
progress is being made through 
Suffolk County Council’s flagship 
‘Raising the Bar’ initiative, which was 
launched last year. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, Suffolk County 
Council’s cabinet member for educa¬ 
tion, skills and young people, said: 
“Improving educational attainment 
in Suffolk is the county council’s top 
priority 

“We’re focused on making sure 
every child in Suffolk has the oppor¬ 
tunity to fulfil their potential, which 
includes going to a good or outstand¬ 
ing school.” 

The issues in the report were well 
known to the county council, accord¬ 
ing to Cllr Chambers, and they are 
being tackled through the Raising the 
Bar programme.

Men plead guilty to 
attacking inmate 
in row over kettle 


TWO prisoners have been 
sentenced to more time 
behind bars for assault¬ 
ing a fellow inmate. 

Adam Boyce, 26, and 
Mohammed Ah Hussain, 
25, pleaded guilty to 
attacking Casman 
Banjoko inside Highpoint 
Prison, Stradishall. 

During the incident, 
which took place in 
lanuary, Mr Banjoko had 
his head stood on and was 
punched and kicked by 
the men. 

He suffered multiple 
cuts, bruising, swelling

Michael Crimp, prose¬ 
cuting, said the attack 
only ended because of the 
arrival of prison staff. 

Before the assault, Mr 
Banjoko was in his cell 
and was confronted by the 
two men about the owner¬ 
ship of a kettle, Mr Crimp 
told the court. 

He swung a punch in self 


defence, realising he was 
going to be attacked. 

Mr Crimp said: “He then 
heard one man say ‘lets 
get him’.” 

While being treated for 
his injuries, Mr Banjoko 
fell from his chair and 
remained unconscious for 
up to 20 minutes. 

Hussain, who was jailed 
for 14 months by judge 
lohn Devaux at Ipswich 
Crown Court on December 
12, said he had joined in 
with the attack because 
his brother, who was also 
involved in the incident, 


was struck by Mr Banjoko’s 
punch. 

He said it had been 
wrong of him to get 
involved. 

Boyce, who was sen¬ 
tenced to four months on 
the same date, said he was 
not certain if any of the 
kicks he had aimed actu¬ 
ally hit Mr Banjoko. 

Dastan Mohammed, 23, 
and Mohammed Aktar 
Hussain, 32, have also 
pleaded guilty to being 
involved in the incident 
and will be sentenced at a 
later date.

‘Pay up - 
or go back 
to prison’ 


AN IRANIAN man has been 
ordered to pay more than 
£450,000 or face four years in 
prison. 

Hanif Shakeri, 27, was arrested 
after failing to stop for police 
patrol cars in December 2011. 

On searching his BMW, officers 
recovered a small quantity of can¬ 
nabis and £2,000 of cash before 
searching a caravan and outbuild¬ 
ing at Home Farm, Stradishall, 
where he was living. 

There they found 10kg of canna¬ 
bis and £2,3000 in cash. 

The 27-year-old pleaded guilty to 
possessing cannabis with intent to 
supply, careless driving and pos¬ 
session of criminal property in 
November 2012, and was immedi¬ 
ately released due to the time he 
had spent in custody. 

He returned to Ipswich Crown 
Court at the beginning of 
December for a hearing to estab¬ 
lish Shakeri’s benefit from his 
offending. 

Following a financial investiga-

tion, the court discovered this 
totalled £618,284 and that he had 
available assets of £455,794. 

Mr Recorder Matthew Nicklin QC 
ordered Shakeri to hand over his 
full assets within the next six 
months or face four years in pris¬ 
on. 

Shakeri had claimed that not all 
of his assets were the result of 
criminal activity and could be 
accounted for by transfers of 
money into his UK bank account 
by his mother in Iran. 

During the hearing he also 
claimed that the cash had come 
from the sale of property in Iran 
following the death of his father. 

Richard Kelly, mitigating, said 
Shakeri had been forced by a man 
known only to him as “Paddy” to 
store and package the cannabis 
and had been beaten up by him on 
a number of occasions.

Police boss 
welcomes new 
guidelines 


NEW sentencing guidelines 
to ensure appropriate and 
consistent sentences for sex 
offenders has been wel¬ 
comed by Suffolk’s police 
and crime commissioner. 

The guidelines, brought in 
by the Sentencing Council, 
mean that courts will be 
able to look at the full extent 
of what victims endured, 
including psychological and 
long term effects. 

Mr Passmore said: “I wel¬ 
come these new guidelines 
as they will ensure that the 
focus is placed on the victim 
throughout the whole of the 
justice system, from initial 
police investigation to sen¬ 
tencing of an offender. 

“The positive outcomes of 
these new guidelines are 
two-fold: firstly, sentences 
will be firmly focussed on 
the experiences of the vic¬ 
tim and secondly, it will give 
the victims of these crimes 
more confidence to come 
forward to report offences 
to the police, both national¬ 
ly and here in Suffolk.” 

The new guidelines, which 
are set to come into force in 
April 2014, will also mean 
courts can assess offenders

differently, look at the full 
context of their offending 
and their motivation in 
their offences. 

Mr Passmore added: 
“Victims of sexual offences 
are often vulnerable - and 
the impact of these crimes 
can affect them for decades. 

“As such, it is only right 
that the full extent of the 
damage caused to each and 
every victim is fully consid¬ 
ered by the courts when 
sentencing offenders. 

“We need to send a very 
clear message to these 
offenders in Suffolk.”

IT’S CHRISTMAS again! (Actually it isn’t - 
it’s Advent until December 25th but I won’t 
get picky about it). 

The same carols, the same story and the 
same stresses are upon us once more - Who 
shall we visit this year? What shall we get 
them? Oh no, do we HAVE to have them 
round? 

But there are fun stories too. 

I heard one the other evening about a 
young boy in the school nativity who was 
overheard saying, “I don’t know why we’re 
doing all this again. Jesus was born LAST 
year.” 

As I heard those words I knew that there 
was a sermon or thought in there some¬ 
where, and actually they are quite pro¬ 
found words really because that is the 
answer to the question of what Christmas 
means to me - Jesus being born again. 

It’s not just another Christmas like last 
year, or the year before, but it’s asking Jesus 
to be born yet again in me and in each of us. 

Not a physical birth of course, but a spir¬ 
itual one. The spirit of Jesus, the spirit of a 
man of faith, passion, justice and service, 
the spirit of God.

Robin Hood 

hits the target

THE Cambridge Arts Theatre panto is a bit like a trip 
to Pizza Express: you always know roughly what 
you’re going to get - and it’s always exactly what you 
want. 

Though company members may come and go, 
there are certain traditions that must always endure: 
you know, for example, that the ravens will leave 
the Tower before the Arts panto foregoes a 'messy' 
scene with buckets of slop and the most wince- 
inducing pratfalls this side of Norman Wisdom. 

If this suggests a tick-box approach, or anyone 
going through the motions, nothing could be further 
from the truth. Every year, producer Dave Murphy 
and his team succeed in finding inventive new ways 
of playing the old riffs so that, whether it's your 
first Arts panto or your 31st, no-one goes home 
disappointed. 

This year's model brings magic and folklore to the 
fore: from the flying bicycle that opens the show 
to the scenes of the young royal babes lost in the 
enchanted forest - home to some impressive talking 
trees - and the wicked old hag of a witch, there's a 


real fairytale quality to the story. 

It's also the most musical panto I've ever seen, with 
the cast breaking out into variations on pop classics 
every few minutes. That might test the patience of 
some children (mainly boys, I suspect) but my five- 
year-old son assured me he "sort of' enjoyed them. 

It was the only thing in the production to draw 
anything like a lukewarm response: elsewhere, he 
was dazzled by just about everything, cheering on 
Robin and his Merry Men in their struggle against 
the wicked Sheriff of Nottingham, and laughing so 
hard when (sensitive children be warned) the latter 
chopped the head off a Peppa Pig toy I thought he 
might be in danger of losing his own. 

Former Coronation Street and The Bill star Stephen 
Beckett is fabulous as the boo-hiss (and camp as 
Christmas) Sheriff, reprising his crowd-pleasing 
shtick from last year's Jack and the Beanstalk of 
taunting the audience for our lack of good breeding, 
with our 'minging' faces and Primark and George at 
Asda clothing. 

West End star Ross Hunter is suitably dashing 


as Robin (though his insistence on singing in an 
American accent is a bit jarring for England's 
greatest folk hero) but it's Lorna Want's spunky 
Maid Marian who has the real cojones - she's 
smarter and braver than the hero, and can kick his 
ass in a fight, to boot. Sophie Isaacs is equally gutsy 
as magical sprite Beyonce Willoweb, while Jonny 
Weldon, Ian Redford and Richard Earl are strong 
comic foils as Will Scarlett, Friar Tuck and Little 
John. 

Inevitably, though, it's Arts panto mainstay Matt 
Crosby - who co-wrote the script with director 
Michael Fentiman - who steals the show as Nurse 
Nelly, bringing a large dollop of sauce of to this plum 
pudding, not least in a hilarious labour scene - I've 
seen plenty of pantos in my time, but watching a 
fully-grown man emerge from the dame's bloomers 
has to be a first. 

The relentless gag rate makes room for some 
old favourites - including a welcome return for 
the Cambridge United bra (little support and no 
cups, I thank you), while much sport is made of 


anachronistic references to Facebook, twerking and 
the Sheriff slapping an ASBO on Robin Hoodie. It's 
also a surprisingly sexy show, choreographer Kevan 
Allen's dancers bringing some Chicago-style sass to 
a series of not overly-dressed routines. Definitely 
something for - ahem - the whole family, then. 

Played with infectious enthusiasm by a talented 
cast who give every indication of having the time 
of their lives, this fast, funny, magical, silly and 
scary (but not too scary) show zings like a quiver 
full of arrows and hits the bullseye every time. Each 
morning, I tell my son a story on the way to school. 
For the last six months, the request has either been 
for a story about Doctor Who or those darned 
Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtles. The morning after 
the panto, he wanted a story about Robin Hood 
versus the Sheriff of Nottingham. They say panto 
is the perfect introduction to theatre for children. 
There's your proof.

WALKING WITH DINOSAURS

IN October 1999, six years 
after Steven Spielberg 
restored Tyrannosaurus Rex 
to the top of the food chain 
in Jurassic Park, the BBC 
unveiled its groundbreaking 
series Walking With 
Dinosaurs. 

Narrated by Kenneth 
Branagh, the programme 
employed state-of-the-art 
animatronics and computer¬ 
generated effects to step back 
in time to the Mesozoic Era. 

The six-part journey into 
a lost world populated by 
majestic beasts captivated 
viewers and won numerous 
awards, including two 
BAFTAs and three Emmys. 

Now comes Walking With 
Dinosaurs - The 3D Movie, 
the next evolution employing 
dazzling visuals to explore 
a familiar story of triumph 
against adversity in the late 
Cretaceous period. 

Screenwriter John Collee's 
simplistic script emphasises 
the educational aspects by 
repeatedly freeze-framing the 
action to provide us with the 
genus, English translation and 
feeding classification of each 


dinosaur. 

Humour is pitched at 
younger audiences - the 
opening sequence is a feast of 
dino-poop - with occasional 
concessions to parents. 

A clumsy yet well- 
intentioned framing device 
introduces Bulldust, the leader 
of a herd of herbivorous 
Pachyrhinosaurus. Bulldust 
must impose his authority on 
younger rivals while keeping 
an eye on his newly hatched 
brood including Scowler 
(voiced by Skyler Stone) and 
his weakling brother Patchi 
(Justin Long). 

As the siblings grow up, 
Patchi learns to compensate 
for his small stature to 
overcome the obstacles 


that life throws at him and 
woo his sweetheart, Juniper 
(Tiya Sircar). All the while 
his wise-cracking best friend 
Alex (John Leguizamo) 
keeps a close eye on Patchi 
as together they face the 
merciless Gorgosaurus, high¬ 
flying Pterosaurs and the 
chicken-like Hesperonychus.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go.... 


4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


LJ Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

LI Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

CJ Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

LI Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move.

Bank of Mum and Dad 
is still deciding factor 



HELPING HAND: Boost from the folks is often vital to young drivers 


PARENTS in the East of England are 
forking out an average of £579 a year just 
to help their children keep their cars on 
the road. 

Almost half (47 per cent) of the region’s 
young drivers questioned in the study 
said they rely on the Bank of Mum and 
Dad to cover running costs and motor 
insurance to the tune of £48.30 a month. 

The survey by The Co-operative 
Insurance found that it takes young 
drivers two years and five months before 
they can run a car independently - mak¬ 
ing an average parental contribution of 
£1,400. The average amount given by UK 
parents is £1,741. 

James Hillon, director of general insur¬ 
ance at the Co-operative Insurance, 
said: “The prohibitive cost of running a 
car means that young drivers are heavily 
reliant on the Bank of Mum and Dad, not 
only to help them buy a car, but to keep 
it on the road too. 

“Parents are being forced to put hands 
in pockets for everything from car insur¬ 
ance and maintenance to MOTs and pet¬ 
rol as young drivers struggle with the 
expense of motoring. 

“There are ways young drivers can 
drive down the cost of motoring such as 
driving more slowly, checking tyre pres¬ 


sure and shopping around for petrol. 

“We recognise the burden faced by 
young drivers and are helping them cut 
hundreds of pounds from their insur¬ 
ance premium through our Young Driver 
telematics ‘Smartbox’ which bases costs 
on driving behaviours and offers cash 


back for responsible driving.” 

More than one in five young drivers (21 
per cent) in the region say their parents 
have helped them to buy a car, and one 
in five (20 per cent) receive cash from 
parents to help them pay for car insur¬ 
ance.

Ford unveils first right-hand 
drive Mustang for UK market 


FORD has unveiled its latest 
generation Mustang muscle 
car, which for the first time 
will come to the UK in right- 
hand drive form. The car, 
which will go on sale towards 
the end of 2014, claims to be 
lighter and more advanced 
than its predecessor. 

Also new is a 2.3-litre, 305 
horsepower engine, which 
Ford hopes will boost the 
Mustang’s eco credentials in 
Europe without detracting 
from the car’s performance.
